AKE THE ANCLO-CV r'EDEKATE OOItSAIRS 
Pi OhEKLY CALLEO PIRATES? 

A foreign journalist thinks it bad taste, on 
the part of the Union press in this country, to 
speak of the Confederate cruisers as “pirates.” 
But in what do they really differ from pirz'es, 
in the strictest acceptation of that term? Judge 
Story, in the opinion of the Court, in the case 
of the United States against Smith (5 Wheat- 
on, 161), s&js: “Whatever may be the diversi- 
ty of definitions in other respects, all writers 
concur in holding that robbery or forcible 
deprtdaiions upon the sea, anirao furandi, is 
piracy 1” Among .the numerous authorises 
cited by Mr. Wheaton, in his learned note to that 
case, is Woodcson, who says: "Piracy, accord- 
ing to the law of nations, is incurred by dep- 
redations on or near the sea, without authori- 
ty of any prince or State.” The Confederate 
cruisers roam the sea for the purpose of com- 
mitting depredations, without authority from 
any piriuce or auy State which has been ac- 
knowledged as an independent government 
by the civilized nations of the earth. It is 



true, the dominant party in a portion of the 
slavcholding States have declared those States 
an independent |<ower, but their claim to be 
eo regarded, notwithstanding the vast interests 
at work in Europe to procure their recogni- 
tion, has not been acknowledged by any one 
government. The pirates in th« Straits ot 
Magellan had organized themselves in 1851 
into a rude society, and one which would 
probably have defied the anaided power of the 
Chilian government for a long time, but they 
were not the less pirates. 

The buccaneers, in tho West Indies, formed 
“a kind of democracy” under acknowledged 
chiefs; they organized powerful expeditions 
by land anu by sea; they defeated the squad- 
rons sent ont against them by the Spaniards; 
they captured galleons laden with the riches 
of the Mexican mines; they landed and in- 
vested cities like Porto Bello, and Vera Cruz, 
and Campeachy; they overthrew the armies 
of the colonial governments, and prevailed in 
the tropical seas for more than a century. Some 
of their leaders were men of birth, education, 
and gentle manners. Montbar, who acquired 
the name of the Exterminator, was a gentle- 
man of Languedoc, who became a buccaneer 
from a frenzy of humanity, for the sake of 
avenging on the Spaniards their cruelties to- 
ward the Indians. Orammont was of a noble 
French family, “affable, polite, generous, elo- 
quent, endowed with a sound judgment, and 
was a person of approved valor; qualities 
whit h soon made him to be considered the 
chief o' the French buccaneers.” Compared 
with the achievements of these rare spirits, 
tho depredations of the Semmeses and MafDits 
of our day are the petty exploits of confidence 
men and midnight thieves. But the buccaneers, 
in despite of their numbers, their power, their 
success by land and by sea, and the gallantry 
of some of their cbiels, were still pirates. 

There are two vital points which form the 
grand distinction between the pirate and the 
legitimate cruiser, and, tried by either test, 
the Confederate corsairs belong to the former 
class. One is, that those who undertake, upon 
the high seas, to exercise the power of arrest- 
ing the peaceful mariner, destroying his ves- 
sel, and thus depriving him of his property, 
bis liberty, and, if he resist , of his life, should 
have a clear warrant in a commission from 
some acknowledged civilised Government. 

It is this which forms the grand distinction 
between the legitimate vessel of war, public 
or private, and the sea rover of every descrip- 
tion, from the corsair of Mr. Laird, M. P., 
down through all the various grades oflicenv 
ed freebooters like Lafitte; mutineer convicts 
like the Chilian Cambiaso; the amphibioni 
brigands of the Greek islands; the Ladroncs 
of the China seas; the buccaneers of the sev- 
enteenth century, and felons like Capt. Kidd' 
and Black Beard. The broad line of distinc- 
tion between the entire latter class and a le- 
gitimate, public or private, armed vessel, is, 
that one has, and the other has not, a commis- 
sion from a recognized Government. If de- 
claring themselves a government were suffi- 
cient to constitute ome, and to clothe it with 
all the rights which the law of nations accords 
to independent States, Lord Brron’s Corsair 
would rove the seas by as good, a title as the 
last vessel launched from the ship yards of Mr. 
Laird or Mr. Denny. 

The other vital point of discrimination be- 
tween tb» legitimate cruiser, public or private, 
ancj the pirate, is, that the former should hare 
wbat the latter cannot have, viz: seaports 
at his command, to which prizes can be sent 
for legal adjudication, according to the law of 
nations and the humane practice of civilized 
States. As the possession of a commission 
from a recognized government is a prima facie 
warrant that the cruiser is not a ladrone or 
buccaneer, so the submission of his captures to 
the adjudication ol a prize court is an assur- 
ance that he has proceeded, or 'intended to 
proceed, according to the recognized rules of 
public law. This is so essential thal, akh.'Ugh 
the Unitqd States are a power recognized by 
all the nations of the earth, and connected 
with them by treaties of amity and commerce, 
and, though it is admitted by Maglish writers 
of authority that our courts of admiralty are 
ndministeicd with signal fairness and impar- 
tiality, the neglect of Captain Wilkes to tend 
in the “ Trent for adjudication, was consider- 
ed by the British government such a flagrant 
breach of the law of nations, and snch a dead- 
ly affront, that it justified instant preparation 
for war. But this alleged violation or the law 
of nations, instead ot taking place from mo- 
tives of favor, and without damage or loss to 
the vessel detained, as in the case of the 
“Trent,” is daily perpetrated by Mr. Laird's 
corsairs, under the most barbarous aggrava- 
tions of rapine and violence. The cargoes of 
the captured vessels are plundered, thrir crews 
thrown ioto irons, and the ships themselves 
destroyed. In this indiscriminate havoc the 
neutral English freighter suffers with the bel- 
ligerent owner of the ship. Several of the 
vessels boarded by Semmes were partly laden 
with British merchandise. Had he been the 
legitimate cruiser of a recognized government, 
in a condition to refer his captures to adjudi- 
cation on shore, the Confederate government, 
we sup|>ose, w )uld at least have condescended 
to discuss the question whether “enemy 's ships 
make enemy's goods.” But at present Cap- 
tain Remans proclaims the law of nations, 
without appeal, from the quarterdeck of Mr. 
Laird's corsairs. 

It usually happens, when large bodies of 
men epgage in concerted violation of great 
frinciplet of law or morals, that they indulge 
in practices of corresponding barbarity. Thu3 
the old buccaneers, in some cases, nailed their 
prisoners to the masts of the vessels which 
they burned or scuttled, or, when the ship was 
spared, compelled their wretched victims to 
walk the plank into the sea. Cruelties like 
these have not yet been perpetrated by the 
Confederates at sea, though their counterparts 
have been practised, without reserve, again9t 
Union men on the land. The rebel corsairs 
are, however, entitled to the credit of one re- 
finement in barbarism, of which we know no 
former instance, and which approaches the 
worst enormities of the old pirates. A fire at 
sea all feel to be one of the mo3t frightful of 
calamities. The two great elements of fire 
and of water, so beneficent when joiutly sub- 
jected to tbe control of men, create, when 
their mutually hostile forces combine for his 
destruction, the most appalling danger — the 
alternative of being roasted or drowned — that 
can befall the mariner. Accordingly, no ap- 
peal can be made to bis heart stronger than 
that, which calls upon him, at the sight of an- 
other vessel overtaken on the lonely ocean by 
this terrific calamity, to hasten to his relief. 
The foreigner, the enemy, at a moment like 
this, is a fellow being in distress; not to bear 
down to his succor is a brutality for which 
even a pirate might blush. Acting on this 
principle of our common humanity, Semmes, 
when he has plundered a vessel of everything 
he can conveniently remove, instead ot set- 
ting fire to her at once, reserves her till even- 
ing. in order that the flames, seen at a distance 
in tne datk, may draw down other ships to her 
relief, and thus betray them into the clutches 
of the pirate. This practice, in cases already 
retorted, has prevented prudent ship-masters, 
wio have seen ships on fire at a distance, from 
hastening to their succor. * As instances mul- 
tiply, the consequence will be, that the only 
hope of relief will be taken away from a ves- 
sel that has the misfortune to take fire at sea. 
The destruction of private property at sea is 
confeesedly the meet cruel incident of legiti- 
mate warfare. The United States offered in 1857 
to enter into compact with the great powers 
of Europe to abandon it. When, to the essential 
hardships of the practice, you add that it is 
the work ot men in whom, by the laws of all 
civilized States, the character of the robbor is 
euperadded to that ef the traitor and the rebel, 
it assumes, on all moral grounds, the most 
odious features of piracy. To go beyond this, 
and by burning the captured vessels at night, 
to derive from the primal sympathies of our 
nature a base trick to lure "new victims into 
tbe robber s cave, is a most unnatural crime 
against those great instincts of humani'.y, 
which, more than laws aad compacts, bind 
the races of civilized men together. 

Bat to return to the point that the vessels 
captured by the Anglo-Confederate corsairs 
are not, and cannot be, sent in for adjudica- 
tion — how long would peace continue to exist 
between France and Great Britain, if adven- 
turers from Mexico were allowed to go to 
England to contract for the building of fist 
sailing vessels, equipped to prey upon French 
commerce; to issue from the Clyde and the 
Mersey, manned with Englishmen, to sink, 
burn, and destroy everything that navigates 
the ocean under the flag ot France, and that 
without being in condition to send a single 
prize to a Mexican port, and there subject their 
captures to the scrutiny of a civilized tribu- 
nal? What would Austria have said if, in 
1849, Hungary had, in the same w ay, subsi- 
dized tbe British shipyards, and covered the 
ocean with cruisers to prey on Austrian com- 
merce, with orders, for want ot a oinplg port 
to which they could be seat for adjudietuioa, 



to burn the vessels that might fall into their 
hands? Poland has now been in a state of 
revolt since January. The rebels are not in 
tbe possession of any seaports. What if the 
insurgent chiefs should, la like manner, and 
with the aid of Mr. Laird and Mr. Denny, fill 
the Baltic and the Black, Sea with their cor- 
sairs, and carry on a war of extermination 
against the commerce of Russia? Would not 
the whole civilized world cry ont against 
England, if she did not strain her legislative 
powers to the ntmost, rather than permit her 
soil to be thus made a nett of pirates? 

But, it will be said, that England and the 
other governments of Europe have recognized 
the Confederates as belligerents. They have 
done so — hastily and unwisely. But they 
have ngt recognized them as an independent 
government. The recognition of them as bel- 
ligerents amounts only to this, that they will 
not treat them as common pirates are treated 
by civiliz*d governments. Neither do we. 
They are by our municipal law (not differing 
in this from the laws of all civilized nations), 
rebels, traitors, and pirates; bat, owing to the 
numbers involved on both siJes of the con- 
test, we treat them as public enemies; send 
and receive tlajfs of truce ; parole and exchange 
prisoners. This is no recognition of the reb- 
els as a government bv ourselves, nor is their 
treatment as belligerents by foreign States a 
recognition of them as an independent power. 
When a party of brigands in Italy attacks a 
carriage and, by superior force, compels the 
travellers to get out and lie down on their 
feces, they submit to the outrage of necessity, 
but do not acknowledge the procedure to be 
what Mt. Laird calls an “innocenttransactioa.” 
When the traveller is carried to the mountains, 
and kept till his ransom is paid, his friends, in 
negotiating for his release, do not recognize 
the legitimacy of his capture. To maintain 
that, because on tbe ground of humanity, or, 
if you please, expediency, thu powers of the 
earth think it wise or necessary, in certain 
cases, to admit traitors and rebels to the rights 
of civilized warfare, they are therefore clothed 
with all the prerogatives of acknowledged 
governments, is a gross non sequitur. Espe- 
cially is it such, when, in point of fact, as in 
the present case, they are, for want of ports to 
which the vessels captured by them can be 
sent, unable to fulfil tbe most important con- 
ditions under which civilized States exercise 
the vast powers conceded by the public law to 
belligeren t govern menu. To grant these pow- 
ers to a combination of men in arms, howev- 
er numerous, who are not recognized as a gov- 
ernment, and have no poru to which prizes 
can be sent for trial, would be to give up the 
ocean to a reign of brute force, whose abuses 
can Deitber be prevented by adjudication nor 
redressed by diplomacy. — American Circular.

HYACINTHS AND LILY OF THH TALLBY. 

' “And tlio hyacinth, purpl*' ami white and bine, 
Whirl; filing from its be?h a eweot peul anew, 

Of music fco delicate, soft, and intense, 

It was felt like an o«or within the sense.” 

Hyacinthus was a youth so lovely that for 
his society Apollo neglected "his immortal lyre. 
Slain at last by the cruel breath of Zephyrus, 
who loved him too, and was jealous of his 
preference for the god, he was bemoaned by 
Apollo in a musical dirge, in which, while he 
extolled his beauty aad wept his early fall, he 
promised to change his mortal parts into a 
flower of immortal beauty. Wo know how 
well he succeeded; a blossom lovely and fra- 
grant as the lily, yet stained with purple from 
tbe flowing veins of the murdered youth, 
sprang from the ground, to be praised for years 
ia musical Greek lines, or sung of in sonorons 
Latin. The Greek doctors evon found virtue 
in the bulbs. They were potent enough to 
furnish emetics for those delicate people, the 
Romans, who, when surfeited with dainties 
at th«ir sumptuous dinners, took this more 
effectual than refined method of preparing 
their stomachs for a seventh course of viands. 
Then, as in the lives of all European patrician 
families, the dark a^ea intervened, leaving a 
gap in the history or tbe race, until they sud- 
denly bloomed into immortality again all over 
Holland, and now furnish the Dutch with one 
of their most important articles of expdrt. 

Hyacinths are natives of the Levant. In 
spring time, in France, the fields are for a time 
as blue as the skies above them from the abun- 
dance of these fragrant flowers. “The hyacinth 
for constancy, wi’ its changing bine,” sang 
Burns, and it wias all hearts without Apollo's 
aid or the poet’s praise*, because it so well de- 
serves them all. Like tulips, they have some- 
times cost a fortune, but the mania for extrav- 
agant prices has passed. An unsophisticated 
friend expressed her surprise at my bed of hy- 
acinths. She had been informed by the ex- 
uisite Mrs. Smythe that there were none in 
the country; that the few blooming in her 
window were imported from Holland express- 
ly for her. She should have added, in the 
May Flower, to substantiate her claims to gen- 
tility, as that vessel, out Noabing Noah's ark 
in capacity, is supposed to have held along 
with the sturdy democratic puritan? all the 
old silver, brecade, gold, lace, and title deeds 
to gentility now extant in America. A dozen 
good varieties may be purchased for a dollar. 
Choice one9 for from three to four times 
that sum. Most prater the double varieties, but 
tbe single ones are often equal. The truss of 
flowers is larger, the variety in color anl 
markings often more striking. Blue ones 
vary from “the Black Prince” in his imperial 
purple, shaded with velvet black, to the 
merest tint of blue sky that bursts upon your 
vision some winter morning, its fragrant bells 
scattering everywhere the aroma of a sum- 
mi r’s sunrise. The intervening tints are sol- 
ferinos, magentas, porcelains, and mazzarinos 
that make ,ou wonder, spite of Mr. Grad- 
grind, wbat subtle alchemist can have con- 
cealed himself in the bnlb, to have given it 
power to choose such heavenly tints from 
earthly soil. Equal praise m ay be bestowed 
upon the red, pink, yellow, and white varie- 
ties. A pure white one matched the lily in 
fragrance and snowy purity. We have heard 
pei pie often speak of the supposed difficulty 
of cultivating them. Nothing else so beauti- 
ful can be cultivated with the same amount 
of care. To prepare a bed for the bulbs, re- 
move the soil to the depth of two aud a half 
leet, and fill in a good layer of broken earthen, 
or small stones. If your soil is good loam, 
add to it some well rotted manure, and one 
third coarse sand or gravel. It is well to add 
a batidlul of gravel around each bulb. Sot 
out your bulbs in November, for if set out 
earlier the autumn rains sometimes 
cause them to decay. Bulbs left in a bed thus 
prepared blossomed finely for three seasons 
without being removed or protected. These 
simple hints are not given as the best method. 
tVe have always secured fine flowers in win- 
ter as follows: Put into pots large enough 

to give the bulb room, a layer of broken 
crock, then ons of charcoal, and filled np with 
good loam, enriched with leaf mould three 
parts, and one part of coarse sand. Place them 
in tbe cellar, covering them with matting and 
let them remain six or eight weeks, until the 
roots are well started, because like lilies the 
beauty of the flower depends upon the strength 
of the root. After the flower fades, allow the 
plant to stand until the leaves turn yellow, 
then turn the p-otson oneside in adry place for 
some lime, until the bulbs become fit to take 
up. Wrap them in paper until needed. Rome 
recommend removiug the outside skin.

is found in the same order Lilioeie. This 
cbarmiDg little flower is a native of Europe. 
It is found growing wild upon the highest 
mountains or Virginia and Carolina. The 
lily of' the vailey mentioned in the Scriptures 
is not this modest fluwer, because this is never 
found growing wild in Palestine. As the 
roots hare powerful emetic and cathartic prop- 
erties, it once bad quite a reputation as a cure 
fur epilepsy. Modern doctors have banished 
it from their books, except as an ingredient in 
sneezing powders. “They are ol a mighty 
fragrant scent, and justly stand in the first 
rank of cepbalics,” says an old writer. The 
Conoallaria Majalis, or iily of the vailey, is 
too well known to need description. As the 
Rhizoma are creeping they multiply rapidly. 
A tree in this order, Dracmna Draco, a native 
of tbe Canary Islands and the East Indies, 
yields a powerful astringent called dragon’s 
blood, once used in medicine but now import- 
ed exclusively for the purpose of dyeing. The 
tree has long been celebrated for its great size 
and age; next to the Baobab, it i3 regarded as 
one of tbe oldest inhabitants of the globe. 
One on the island of Tencriffe measures six- 
teen feet in diameter, and there is one at Oro- 
tava still larger. Wood tells us that a white 



pine, felled upon the present site of Dartmouth 
College, measured 210 feet in length.

Vicksburg undsr the Old Flag. — The fol- 
lowing extracts are from a letter written by a 
special corresjiondent of the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette, after the capitulation of Vicksburg, and 
our victorious troop3 had taken possession of 
the city : 

Once more on the Datal day of American

where the traitor signal floated but yesterday 
upon the Courthouse of Vicksburg. Twenty 
thousand rebels look upon the ensign that shall 



be forever the pride of a people who shall sing 
with the Psalmist, God shall bless us — bless us 
more than he has blessed any. 

Hearts leap, but the flag floats. Hearts 
break, but the flag floats. Joy goes up from 
tbe nation, for the flag floats. Traitors gnash 
their teeth and love gives place to hate, but the 
flag floats. Treason trembles and patriotism 
triumphs, for the flag floats. And the hero 
whom a people maligned, like Aristides in his 
justiee; ne the victor of Marathon in his valor; 
magnanimous as Tancrede, gives a rebuke to 
impatience by placing the flag there.

They lay in all positions; some with mnsket 
grasped as though still contending; others 
with the cartridge in the fingers just ready to 
put the deadly charge where it might meet 
the foe. AU ferocity had gone. Noble pa- 
triots! uninhabited tenements! ye rest here 
now in security! Your portals whence the 
spirits fled are as calm and pale as moonlight 
upon snow — as though no sweet love had ever 
woven for ye myrtle wreaths, nor death 
draped your hearts in ivy— as though mirth 
had never smiled nor sorrow wept where all 
is now silent. 

War with its dangers, earth with its per- 
plexities, neglect anu poverty with their 
paogs, slander with its barb, tbe dear heart- 
broken ones at home— all fail to call ye back 
to strife. A dark and fearful shadow has 
crept over the lard and gathered ye in its 
gloom. O, the tears that will be shed! 0, 
the hearths that will be desolatedl Eyes will 
lock in vain for yorir return to the hearths 
that ye once gladdened, while Fame crowns 
ye w ith its laurels, and the land of the herc- 
alter welcomes ye as “they who saved ihe 
land.”. 

A remarkably sweet and youthful face was 
that of a rebel boy. Scarce eighteen, and as 
fair as a maideo, with quite small hands, long 
hair of the pale goMen hue that auburn 
ebaDges to when much in the san, and curling 
at the ends. He' bad on a shirt ot coarse white 
cottor, and brown pants, well worn; while 
upon his feet were a pair of woman's shoes of 
about the size know n as "fours.” Too deli- 
cate was his frame for war; perchance some 
mother’s idol. His lef; side was torn by asirell, 
and his left shoulder shattered. Poor mis- 
guided toy 1 Hyacinth was scarce more deli- 
cataly beautiful than he. Mayhap he had his 
Apollo too. 

Two men who had caught at a fig tree to 
assist them up a sleep embankment iay dead 
at its feet, slain in all probability by au eali- 
lade fire from their right. The branch at 
which they caught was still in their grasp. 
Some could not be recognized by their nearest 
friends. Several were headless; others were 
armless; but the manner of their death was 
always plain. The minie left its large, rather 
clear bote; the shell its horrid rent; the shrap- 
nel and grape their clear, great gashes, as 
though one had thrnst a giant's spear through 
the tender, quivering flesh. 

In one trench lay two, grasping the samo 
w eapon — friend and foe. Across their hands 

fell a vine, the end upon the breast of the 
rebel, where it had fallen with them from an 
clevatifc above; the roots still damp with the 
fresh earth; upon it was a beautiful-passion 
flower in full bloom and two buds; the buds 
were stained with blood — the flower as bright 
as was the day when the morning stars sang 
together. Ou the faces of both was the calm 
that follows sleep— rather pale, perhaps, but 
seeming like bim of old, of whom it was said, 
“He is not dead, but sleepethA’ But ah, the 
crimson I All is not well where earth is 
staiDed with blood. In some places the dead 
were piled, literally, like sacks of grain upon 
the shore. 

It is remarkable with what patience the fa- 
tally wounded, they who already stood upon 
the shore, bore their sufferings. Some knew 
that they could not recover, but bore it man- 
fully. Sometimes a tear, and a low voice 
would say, “My sweet wife,” or “Darling,” 
“Mother, “God forgive" — u quiver, then all 
w as over. Let us hope that friend and foe 
alike found favor in His sight, where all is 
well. 

Death is life’s mystery — that undiscovered 
country whence none return — in no place so 
great and marvellous a study as here. 

One wculd think that war would develop 
ferocity in hard natures; perhaps it does; hut 
it is not shown in the facts Of the dead. They 
enter the silent land with eyes open; a stare 
of surprise is in them; the lines of ca'e are 
softened upon the brow, and the cheek, when 
untorn, shows determination, as though they 
slept where doubt is unknown, where all mys- 
tery is revealed; where the reason of our cre- 
aiioD, to bear the myrtle leaf of joy or the ha- 
biliments of mourning, to reap the golden 
sheaves of content or gather the mildew of 
misery, is known. 

They have been sent, rather than gone, to 
tbe gamer w here all shall be gathered. 

This is the work of treason I This it is to 
unroof the temple of law and order, and let 
loose the demon of discord. A people more 
than prosperous have fallen upon evil times. 
Murder, arsen, theft, all kinds of injustice, 
follow in the footsteps of war. Njr is the 
end yet. When shall spears and swords be 
beaten into ploughshares and prnning-hook3? 
“How long, O Lord?”

The news from Williamsport shows that the 
rebels have ferryboats by the late high water. 
Very little of their transportation has reached 
ihe Virginia shore, but most of their wounded 
have got over. 

Reports from General Smith’s advance 9tate 
that there is r,o material change iu the posi- 
tion of Lee’s troops from yesterday. 

It is not believed that Lee will attempt to 
defend the line of Amietam Creek, but he 
has concentrated his army near Hagerstown, 
where he will, without doubt, await an at- 
tack. 

Stragglers and deserters from Lee’s army 
still continue to arrive in large numbers. 
Lte’s headquarters are still at Hagerstown. 

CuAUDintaacHa, July 10. 

The rebel pickets and ours met at Greenca3- 
tle. Gen Couch is at this point. A battle is 
looked for at any moment. It is thought that 
we have Lee completely hemmed in. 

Niw York, Jnly 11. 

The steamer Continental, from New Orleans 
on the 4lb, has arrived. Nothing new. 

A correspondent of the Herald, writing from 
Greencastle on tbe 9th, says he had been in- 
side of the rebel lines to Hagerstown. The 
rebel trains were nearly all at Williamsport. 

Tbe rebels failed to cross the Potomac twice, 
with a loss of 50 men. They tried to swim 
thtir horses across above Clear Spring, some 
of whom were drowned. A few reached the 
opposite shore. 

The rebel line extends from Hagerstown to 
St. Paul’s church, vest of Hagerstown. They 
occupy all the heights around Hagerstown, 
and are throwing up earthworks. 

The rebels threaten to press into the army 
ail copperheads, and are stealing horses from 
the Marylanders. 

General Jenkins was wonnded by a heavy 
piece of shell. Ewell and Early’s corps en- 
camped on the high hill near Hagerstown. 
The rebels destroyed the bridge over Autie- 
tum, and are in possession of the other side. 

Straggling rebels are robbing everybody in 
tbe rear of Grecncae-.lc. 

The rebel wounded are suffering awfully 
and dying fast 

I could not get down to Williamsport, no 
civilians being allowed there under any pre- 
tence. 

A London, Penn., despatch to the Herald 
SAV6 rebel prisoners state that Lee has aban- 
doned the idea of crossing the Potomac. It is 
stated that the reserve force of the rebels on 
the qtfcer side of the Potomac are furnished 
with pontoons. 

A Harrisburg despatch to the nerald says 
Lee is concentrated at Hagertown with both 
flanks strongly defended. 

M-.adc's forces arc more advanced, circum- 
scribing the rebel lines. Skirmishing occur- 
red between the advanced guards. 

Gen. Sigel is organizing troops at Reading. 
The great struggle is sure to take place to- 
morrow. 

[Herald’s Special.] 

Frederick, July 11. 

Slight skinmehing occurred to-day between 
our forces under Gen. Buford aud the rebels 
undtr Jenkins. » 

Gen. Early passed through this place to- 
night en route for Baltimore and Fort Mc- 
Henry. 

The cannonading on our left this morning 
was not of loug continuance, but about opon 
it wae renewed more briskly aud continued 
for about an hour. The result is unknown 
here at this writing. 

Frbderick, July 10. 

From refugees arrived here to-night, and 
who left Hagerstown this morning, I learn 
that the enemy’s force is about fifty thousand 
men and about two hundred and fifty pieces 
of firtillery. 

My informant states that the trains of Leo 
cannot number Ipss than 3,000 wajrons, and 
eie on the road from Hagerstown, Williams- 
port, and Shepberdsville ford. The river is 
still very high, and the whole rebel army is 
on this side. 

Washington, July 10. 
Rumors are rife here that Beauregard has 
passed down the Shenandoah valley with 
40,000 men to reinforce Lee.

HiADquABTius Army of thh Potomac. ) 
Friday, July 10, 1863. j 
A rigorous artillery and cavalry fight took 
place this morning over Antietam Creek, pre- 
paratory to the great expected conflict. 

The cavalry and artillery of Buford, aided 
by Kilpatrick on the left flank of the enemy, 
dislodged him last evening from the village 
of Benevola, on the road from Boonesboro to 
Hagerstown, driving him two miies beyond 
Bearer Creek. 

This morning sharp skirmishing continued 
with equal success uutil the enemy rested on 
a strong position near Funkstown. The ar- 
tillery was then replaced by fresh batteries. 

To detail position and locality corps would be 
improper. 

It is thought that the enemy will make a 
vigorous stand. To cross a portion of their 
forces would enable our army to attack with 
ease their rear, and they will probably resist, 
takiDg their chances of victory or disorgani- 
sation. 

6 o'clock , P. M . — The utmost activity now 
prevails in the Army of the Potomac. 

A deserter who came into our lines last 
night, reports that Lee has a single bridge 
across tbe Potomac, near William.- port, and 
has succeeded in getting over ammunition 
and supplies, although he could not move over 
it with safety or expedition. 

He reports Lee as now fortified, his artillery 
placed, and ready to give us bat-1?, whenever 
we attack. He th;nk3 Lee has about 50,000 
effective men. They are still hopeful of con- 
quering us, and think it was about au even 
thing at Gettysburg. , 

Tbe men in the rebel army had not heard 
of the fall of Vicksburg. 

Lee is evidently driven to tho wall, and 
will fight his men to the bitter end. 

Gen. Meade says to meet and conquer an 
army of 50,000 veteran troops is a most seri- 
ous undertaking. the result being determined 
not by human might alone. 

Our cavalry drove a considerable force of 
their scouts from the front of. Boonesboro 
again last night through and beyond this 
neighborhood to their entrenchments near 
Hagerstown. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the enemy held 
the right of Hagerstown and our forces the 
left. At 2:20 very heavy and rapid cannona- 
ding opened upon tbe rebels aud continued for 
about an hour, resulting only in driving them 
from the woods. 

New York, July 11. 

A Herald’s Washington despatch gives 
tbe President s reply to the Louisiana planters, 
who petitioned for authority to elect Federal 
and State officers under the existing Consti- 
tution. 

The President does not favor it, as a respect- 
able portion of the people of Louisiana con- 
template holding a convention tp amend the 

Stale Constitution j also does not see how it 



could facilitate our military operations »n 
Louisiana and might be used to embarrass 
them. 

Tbe President concludes by saying the peo- 
ple of Louisiana shall not lack opportunity 
for a fair election for Federal aud State offi- 
cers. 

Tbe same correspondent says that, the ques- 
tion of peace is already considered in Cabinet i 
circlfp, and we are in the midst of a Cabinet 
crisis growing out of a proposition by Seward 
for a Presidential proclamation offering am- 
nesty to the people of the South, suspending : 
the liabilities of* confiscation, and offering a 
full pardon iu person and property to the peo- 
ple of tbe South, excepting the military and 
civil leaders. 

Sewnrd suggests that they should be allowed 
their property but be ineligible to office. Bates 
and Blair favor the proposition modified, 
Stanton and Chase oppose it, and it is supposed 
Weils i*9 against it. The Presiient lias not ex- 
pressed an opinion. 

The same correspondent assumes to kaow 
the object of Stephen's mission. He says it 
was the intention of Davis to offer a plan of 
peace, including a restoration of the Union 
on the terms embraced in Hunter's speech 
previous to the rebellion; in fact, separate 
governments for North and South, but only 
one President Thi3 wa9 to take the negio 
out of national politics. 

A special to the New York Times, dated 
Antietam Bridge, July 10, 9 P. M., says: 

Our cavalry forced the rebel advance back 
to Funkstown on the right, and beyond Ba- 
kersviPe on the left. The enemy is in force, 
and if he shows fight there will probably be a 
battle to-morrow. 

Boonrsboro, July 11. 

The armies are confronting each other. The 
rebel line extends to the river.

Fighting kt Twelve M ilk Island. — Mor- 
gan’s forces appeared Saturday morning op- 
posite Twelve Mile Island, and, securing a 
boat, by what means we cannot learn, com- 
menced crossing; but a gunboat, detecting 
their movement, immediately went iulo 
action, throwing shells at tbe rebels, who 
were compelled to abandon the boat, which 
was disabled and lodged on the island. Those 
who have the best information on the subject, 
state that probably 500 are thus cut off from 
all hope of retreat or advance, and are being 
shelled by the gunboat. They will be forced 
to surrender as it is utterly impossible for them 
to get away. 

Morgan’s artillery evidently had not come up 
according to latest accoants, which will doubt- 
less change the face of affairs somewhat; but 
be is too closely pursued to be very suc- 
cessful in relieving his comrades hemmed 
in on the island. Ben Hobson was only 
nine houra behind him at Vienna, and 
is now, while we write, very near the scene of 
action. We hope lo be able to announce in 
an extra the capture or entire annihilation of 
this meet renowned of modern robbers, John 
Morgan.

WORLD PICTURES. 

President Hill, of Harvard University, and 
Hon. IlcDry Barnard, of Connecticut, ex 
Chancellor of the Wisconsin University, have 
accepted invitations to deliver addresses at the 
meeiinp of the National Teachers' Association, 
to be held at Chicago on the ith of August. 

It hr.s been ascertained that the horses of 
France have increased and decreased iu num- 
ber, for several years, in the same ratio with 
the population. They maintain a constant 
rate of about 8 M per cent, of the population. 
In 1858 G.570 more horses were imported than 
were exported; France used that many more 
than were raised in the country. 

Dr. John Strothers maintains, in the Edin- 
burgh Medical Journal, that men, and women 
too, are lop-sided, weighing about fifteen 
ounces more on the right side than on the left. 
According to this there would appear to be a 
sound physiological reason for the almost uui- 
vcrsnl rule of the road, “Keep to the right.”

HgjT We in another column republish from 
the National Intelligencer the resolutions 
drawn up by Mr. Crittenden and adopted by 
the conservative members of the House of 
Representatives atWashington but little more 
than a year ago. The reproduction of the 
resolutions at this juncture is adapted to exert 
a wholesome influence on the course of affairs. 
The resolutions in our opinion offer a just and 
complete solution of the grave sa i>nal prop- 
1-m before us. We invite the public dispas- 
sionately to weigh them. 

8^" A Washing despatch to the New York 
Herald says “that the question of peace is al- 
ready considered in Cabinet circles, and we 
are in the midsiof a Cabinet crisis growing 
out of a proposition by Seward for a Presi- 
dential proclamation offering amnesty to the 
people of the South, suspending the liabilities 
of confiscation, and offering a full pardon in 
person and property to the people of the South, 
excepting the military and civil leaders. 
Seward suggests that they should be allowed 
Ihe.r property but be ineligible to office. Bates 
»ud Blair favor the proposition mod. fled; 
Stanton and Chase oppose it; and it is sup- 
posed Wells is against it. The President has 
not expressed an opinion.” The despatches 
of the New York Herald have long been pro- 
verbially untrustworthy, but there is a certain 
Independent probability in the general texture 
of the present despatch which entitles it to 
notice. 

In the first place, the confiscation act ex- 
pressly authorizes the President whenever he 
thinks fit to issue a proclamation of amnesty 
to the people in rebellion. “ And be it further 
enacted ,” is the language of the 13th section of 
the act, “That the President is hereby author- 
ized, at any time hereafter, by proclamation, 
to extend to persons who may have partici- 
pated in the existing rebellion in any State or 
part thereof, pardon and amnesty, with such 
exceptions and at such time and on such 
conditions as he may deem expedient tor the 
public welfare.” And, in the second place, It 
will hardly be denied that the capture of 
Vicksburg, the defeat of Lee in Pennsylvania, 
Bnd the manifest hopelessness the rebel 
cause in general, combine to render this a 
Suitable time to consider the subject of a procla- 
mation of amnesty, especially in view of those 
Sweeping penalties of confiscation and eman- 
cipation which so long as they remain uncan- 
celled amount virtually to a threat of exter- 
mination against the people in rebellion. 
Stimulating them to fight on with the energy 
and pertinacity of despair rather than to lay 
down their arms in a cause which they must 
feel to be hopeless. The President, then, is 
authorized by law to issue whenevft he 
thinks fit a proclamation of amnesty to the 
people in rebellion, and he may well consider 
the fitness of the present juncture. 

There is, accordingly, as we have said, a 
certain independent probability in tho sub. 
stance of the Herald’s despatch. As for the 
rest, we can only express our hope that the 
substance of the despatch is true. We should 
hail even the President's mere consideration 
of the subject of an amnesty at this juncture 
as a very cheering omen. Any assurance 
whatever that the party in power really de- 
mands of the people in rebellion nothing but 
submission to the constitution pare and simple 
would prove salutary. It is certainly high 
time that this assurance were given in the 
most explicit and solemn form possible. It is 
a shame and a calamity that any doubt upon 
the subject was ever permitted. 

With respect to the particular suggestion 
imputed to Mr. Seward there is probably 
some mistake. Certainly the Executive has 
no power to commute the penalty of treason 
in the manner this suggestion appears to 
imply. 

8®"' Of all the parties or factions that ever 
existed, the secession or no-more-men-and-no- 
more-mouey faction in Kentucky is the most 
absurdly insincere. Its pretensions are not 
merely hollow but so manifestly hollow that 
they would be ridiculous if it were not for 
their exceeding impudence and for the wick- 
ed design they are put forth to cloak. One 
of these pretensions is the assumption that the 
faction is in affiliation with the Northern De- 
mocracy. We have repeatedly exposed this 
pretension, and the exposijre has never been 
answered, because it is unanswerable; yet we 
will take the pains to repeat it again, though 
we can but deem the repetition qnite unneces- 
sary. 

The platform of the secession faction in Ken- 
tucky is the device of no-more-men-and-no- 
more-money. This is the platform on which 
Mr. Wickliffe Btands. 

Now, if anybody, calling himself or called 
by others a Northern Democrat, approves this 
platform, the individual must surely be Mr. 
Vallandigham, whose hostility to the war has 
Beparated him in opinion from the body of the 
Northern Democracy; but Mr. Vallandigham 
does not approve this platform. On the con- 
trary, he emphatically and even scornfully 
disapproves it. 

We have frequently cited this Simple fact; 
we now reproduce the language in which 
Mr. Vallandigham defined his position on the 
Bubject during the late session of Congress. 
His language is as follows: 

But to return: the country was at war; and 
1 belonged to that school of politics which 
teaches that when we nrp at war the Govern- 
jnent — I do not mean the Executive, but the 
Government — is entitled to demand and have, 
without resistance, such number of men, and 
Buch amount of money and supplies generally, 
as may be necessary for the war, until an ap- 
peal can be had to the people. Before that 
tribunal alone, in the first instance, must the 
question of the continuance of the war be 
tried. This was Mr. Celhoun’s opinion, and 
be laid it down very broadly and strongly in 
a speech on the loan bill in 1841. Speaking 
of supplies, he said: 

“I hold that there is a distinction in this re- 
spect between a state of peace and war. In 
the latter the right of withholding supplies 
ought ever to be held subordinate to the ener- 

f etic and snccessiul prosecution of the war. 

go farther, and regard the withholding sup- 
plies, with a view of forcing the country into a 
dishonorable peace, as not only to be what it 
bas been called, moral treason, but very little 
short of actual treason itself.” 

Upon this principle, sir, he acted afterwards 
in the Mexican war. Speaking of that war in 
1847, he said: 

“Every Senator knows that I was opposed 
to the war; but none knows but myself the 
depth of that opposition. With my concep- 
tion of its character and consequences, it was 
impossible for me to vote for it.” 

And again, in 1848: 

“But after the war was declared, by author- 
ity of the Government, I acquiesced in what I 
could not prevent, and which it was impossible 
for me to avert ; and then I felt it to be my 
duty to limit my efforts to give such direction 
to the war as would, as far as possible, prevent 
the evils and dangers with which it threatened 

the country and its institutions." 

Sir, 1 adopt all this as my own position and 
my defence; though perhaps, in acivil war, I 
might fairly go further in opposition. I could 
not, with my convictions, vote men and mo- 
ney for this war, and I would not, as a Rep- 



resentative, vote against them. I meant that, 
without opposit' on, the President might, take 
all the men and all the money he should de- 
mand, and then to hold him to a strict account- 
ability before the people for the results. 

The italics in the embodied extracts are not 
ours. If not Mr. Vallaudigham s own they 
are his at least by adoption. 

As for the rest, we do not know that we 
can do better than to reproduce the brief com- 
ments we made on this passage when we pub- 
lished it in our columns three months ago. 
“We will here,” we said in those comments,” 
interpose one other remark. Mr. Vallandig- 
ham is clearly mistaken in supposing that in 
a war like the present he perhaps might fairly 
go further in opposition than in a war like the 
Mexican war. The reverse is plainly the 
truth. The extremity of opposition in the 
latter case might indeed force the country into 
a dishonorable peace, but in the former it 
would force the country into not merely a 
dishonorable peace but instant national death. 
But this by the way. 

“Our readers will see from the passage we 
have quoted above that the Editor of the Dem- 
ocrat has all at once gone a bow-shot beyond 
the position of Vallandigham. The fact is, 
V allandigham actually repudiates our neigh- 
bor’s position, and, wbat is more, repudiates it 
in the name of the principles and teachings of 
the Democracy. Think of it I And yet our 
neighbor claims that he and the secession par- 
ty of Kentucky are alone true to the Northern 
Democracy. Think of all this! Think of an 
Editor, who stands openly on the platform of 
tho secession party of Kentucky, and whom 
Vallandigham reads out of the Democratic 
party for extreme Opposition to the war, pre- 
tending that he and his new allies are the only 
friends the Northern Democracy has in this 
contest!!” 

The ground on which Mr. Vallandigham 
condemns the platform of Mr. Wickliffe is 
simple enough. Mr. Vallandigham, though 
he is opposed to the war and would have it 
stopped, is not in favor of stopping the war by 
putting the government at the sheer mercy of 
the rebellion, thereby enabling the latter to 
dictate its own terms of peace; and he con- 
demns Mr. Wickliffe’s platform because it 
goes to this unpatriotic and preposterous ex- 
treme. The distinction is plain and valid. 
Mr. Vallandigham’s position, though founded 
on a presumption fatally mistaken, is per- 
fectly consistent with itself. 

In jursuance of this position, Mr. Vallan- 
digham in the late Congress di.l not vote 
against the army appropriation, whereas Mr. 
Wickliffe, in pursuance of bis position, did 
vote against the appropriation, in company 
with only two other members, who were and 
are both notorious secessionists. When Mr. 
Wickliffe cam® home from Washington, he 
found that the secessionists of the State had 
formally adopted as their platform the policy 
which dictated his vote against the army ap- 
propriation; and, as the upshot of the matter, 
he is now standing for the Governorship as 
the accepted candidate of the secessionists, on 
a ticket which though yet incomplete contains 
already at least one original secessionist. 

Whilst this is the attitude of Mr. Wickliffe 
and the secession party of the State as com- 
pared with the position of Mr. Vallandigham, 
the Northern Democracy as a body, instead of 
resting content with the position of Mr. Val- 
landigham, repudiates that positioa as in ef- 
fect auxiliary to the rebellion, and declares in 
favor of a vigorous prosecution of the war 
until the armed force of the rebellion is broken. 
The Democratic members cf the Legislature 
of New York, speaking for the Democracy of 
the Empire State, say: 

In the midst of the surrounding gloom, 
with a desperate struggle forced upon us, the 
duty of the Democracy of New York can be 
clearly discerned. It is to furnish to those in 
authority all constitutional means for the suc- 
cessful conduct of the wjir till the armed force 
of the rebellion — the objects and aims of which 
wo heartily condemn — is broken, and to strug- 
gle pereistingly against a dismemberment 
of the Union. We must cling to the Union, 
and stand by the Constitution, and uphold the 
cause of law and order. 

And this declaration expresses the views 
and sentiments of the Northern Democracy as 
a body. It expresses the views and senti- 
ments, we may add specifically, of the Hon. 
George E. Pugh, the Lieutenant of Mr. Val- 
landigham on the Democratic State Ticket of 
Ohio, which on acconnt of factitious reasons 
universally known Mr. Vallandigham heads in 
spite of his dissenting views respecting the 
war. Said Mr. Pugh in the very torrent and 
whirlwind of his fiery and indignant speech 
before the State Convention, referring to the 
President and his party: 

If they demand more men they shall have 
them; if they require millions more of treas- 
ure they shall have it: but if they fail, and at 
the end tbeir folly and their failure are appar- 
ent, the judgment of God, of men, and of his- 
tory will be against them. 

Such is the position of the Northern De- 
mocracy. The position i3 the very opposite 
of that of Mr. Wickliffe and the secession 
party of Kentucky. The former say: As 
many men and as much money as may be neces- 
sary for a vigorous prosecution of the war till 
the rebellion is put down. The latter say: 
ffot another man nor another dollar 
whatever the consequence. The position 
of Mr. Wickliffe and his party is as un- 
like the position of the Northern Democracy 
as light is unlike darkness or as secession is 
unlike Unionism. And yet Mr. Wickliffe 
and his party have the unequalled hardihood 
or the unequalled fatuity to pretend that 
they and they alone in Kentucky are the po- 
litical associates of the Northern Democracy. 
A pretension so glaringly absuid — a preten- 
sion which represents James Guthrie and John 
J. Crittenden and their political associates in 
Kentucky as the allies of the abolitionists and 
that represents Beriah Magoffin and Lazarus 
W. Powell and tbeir political associates as the 
peculiar allies of the Northern Democracy — 
can require no especial refutation here or else- 
where. It refutes itself. 



iSy The adversaries of the Hon. Robert 
Mallory in this District, haring tried vainly to 
show ,by sophistry and romance, that he is 
very like an abolitionist, are now trying fo 
show, by one-sided and distorted representa- 
tions of his speeches, that he is very like a se- 
cessionist. Of course the present effort is as 
vain as the former one. The two efforts to- 
gether may be looked upon as the dying strug- 
gles ofMr. Mallory’s adversaries in the District; 
aDd surely in desperation at least the efforts 
well befit the occasion. Nothing could evince 
more impressively than such efforts that Mr. 
Mallory stands squarely on the golden medium 
of the ’platform of the Union party of Ken- 
tucky. The efforts are at once a testimony 
and a tribute to his declared position. They 
in the estimation of all unprejudiced patriots 
must strongly recommend instead of dispar- 
aging Mr. Mallory.

Jbe Conservative Views.— It is known to 
onr readers that during the session of the last 
Congress, its members, representing different 
political views with regard to the spirit and 
manner in which the pending war should be 
prosecuted, were in the habit of meeting from 
time to time for the purpose of taking coun- 
sel with each other, and determining the line 
of conduct they should pursue. These meet- 
ings were held alike by the “Republicans and 
by the “Democratic" aud “Union” members 
of the House of Representatives— the results 
of their deliberations being severally an- 
nounced at the time in a series of resolutions 
which were published in our columns. 

Inqniry having been made in the State of 
Kentucky respecting the. tenor and language 
of the resolutions adopted by the “Conserva- 
tive caucus,” a correspondent in that State 
has requested ns to reproduce them for the 
information of our readers in that quarter. 
We accordingly reprint to day the resolutions 
adopted at a meeting held by members of tho 
House of Representatives on the 28th of June 
last, and of which the patriotic and venerable 
Mr. Crittenden was the chairman. We may 
add that it was understood at the time that 
these resolntions were from the pen of that 
eminent statesman, who, as the author of the 
well-known resolution, adopted with such 
unanimity by both Houses, defining the ob- 
ject of the war, was properly selected to indite 
the declarations which purpoit to have been 
conceived and adopted in explanation and 
reaffirmation of that resolution. 

In republishing these resolutions it can 
hardly be necessary for us to inform our read- 
ers that we concurred in their general purport 
at the time they were first promulgated, and, 
greatly as we regret that the mutations of 
public opinion and the drift of events have 
combined to divide the loyal sentiment of the 
country which was once united in its adhe- 
sion to the “Crittenden Resolution,” we can 
only repeat, in retrospect of the past and in 
prospect of the future, that, according to onr 
impressions, all the real or seeming departures 
from the spirit and letter of that resolution 
have resulted in damage to the national cause. 
We know there are others, for whose intelli- 
gence and candor we have the highest respect, 
who do not concur with us in this view, and 
as we ask for our own opinions the toleration 
due to the sincerity with which they are held, 
so we cheerfully concede to all that liberty 
which independent and honest thought may 
rightfully claim when exercised upon topics 
that fotbid indifference by their tremendous 
issues, and which perhaps exclude the hope of 
unanimity by the difficulty and complexity of 
the subjects involved in this great discussion. 
No man holds his opinions with more tenacity 
than the venerable statesman who is the au- 
thor of these resolutions, and yet none more 
constantly exemplifies in his words and con- 
duct that conciliatory demeanor which is at 
once the offspring of charity and the bond of 
patriotism. 

THE CONSERVATIVE PLATFORM. 

The following are the resolutions adopted at 
a meeting of the conservative members of the 
House of Representatives, held on the 28th of 
June last. They were promulgated at the 
time as the expression of the views which 
then obtained among their authors with re- 
gard to the origin and objects of the “war for 
the Union.” These resolutions were published 
in the Intelligencer of July 1st, 1862, and are 
reproduced at the request of a subscriber in 
the State of Kentucky. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Feeling the great weight of onr responsibil- 
ity- as members of Congress, we have met in 
eo party spirit nor for any party nnrposo, but 
for the purpose of deliberating and consulting 
together how we may best perform our Con- 
gressional duties in the present great and per- 
ilous crisis ol our country's fate, and we have 
come to the following conclusions, namely: 

1. Resolved, That the Constitution and the 
Union and the laws must be preserved and 
main'ained in all their proper and rightful 
supremacy, and that the rebellion now in arms 
against them must be suppressed and pat down, 
and that it is our duty to vote for all measures 
necessary and proper to that end. 

2. Resolved, That the true interests of the 
country, as well as the dictates of humanity, 
require that no more wav 0 r acts of war should 
be prosecuted or done than are necessary and 
proper for the prompt and complete suppres- 
sion of the rebellion. 

3. Resolved, That the States are component 
and essential parts of the Union, bound to- 
gether inseparably by the Constitution of the 
United States; that none of them can cease to 
exist as such so long as that Constitution sur- 
vives, and that it is the exclusive sphere and 
duty of the States to order and direct their 
own domestic affairs. While the rebellion, 
therefore, has not annulled or destroyed the 
constitutional relations of the so-called “Se- 
ceding States” to the Federal Government, 
neither has It divested those States of any 
rights or powers, municipal or otherwise, 
properly belonging to them as members of the 
Federal Union. The actual exercise of those 
rights and powers may for a time be inter- 
rupted or obstructed by rebellion, and some 
illegitimate authority may be substituted in 
its place, but as soon as that rebellion is sup- 
pressed, these States will be entitled, as of 
right, to resume the exercise of all the rights 
and powers, dignities and immunities which 
properly belong to them as States of this 
Union. 

4. Resolved, That the present war, as 
avowed bv the President aud Congress, and 
understood by the people, was commenced 
and prosecuted for the purpose of suppressing 
the rebellion, and preserving and vindicating 
the Constitution, the Union, and the laws, 
and for that purpose only. It was a great and 
noble purpose, high above any mere sectional 
or party objects, and at once it inspired and 
united in its support all loyal men of every 
creed, parly, and section. At the call of the 
Government a mighty army, the most patri- 
otic, sprung at once into the field, and is 
bleeding and conquering in the defence of its 
Government. Under these circumstances it 
would, in our opinion, be most unjust and 
ungenerous to give any new charaster or di- 
rection to the war for the accomplishment of 
any other than its first great purpose, and 
especially for the accomplishment or any mere 
party or sectional scheme. 

5. Resolved, That tho many and great vic- 
tories lately achieved by our armies and na 
vies, whilst they ought to convince the world 
of the vast military power of our Govern- 
ment, give us the pleasing assurance that onr 
deplorable civil war will soon be brought to a 
close, should the proper objects of the war, as 
hereinbefore defined, be kept steadily in view. 
When that is done, and when such punish- 
ment is inflicted on such ef the guilty leaders 
as will satisfy public justice, and npon such 
others as have made themselves conspicuous 
for crimes committed in the prosecution of the 
rebellion, it is our opinion that our Govern- 
ment should adopt such wise measures of clem- 
ency os will tend to bring back cordial recon- 
ciliation and peace to the whole country. 

6. Resolved, That the doctrines of the se- 
cessionists and of the abolitionists, as the lat- 
ter are now represented in Congress, are alike 
false to the Constitution and irreconcilable 
with the unity and peace of the country. The 
first have already involved us in a cruel civil 
war, and the others (the abolitionists) will 
leave to the country but little hope of the 
speedy restoration of union or peace, if the 
schemes of confiscation, emancipation, and 
other unconstitutional measure which they 
have lately carried, and attempted to carry, 
through the House of Representatives, shall 
be enacted into the form of laws, and remain 
nnrebnked by the people. 

7. Resolved, That' Congress has no power to 
deprive any person of his property for any 
criminal offence, unless that person has been 
first duly convicted of the offence by the ver- 
dict of a jury. And that all acts or Congress 
like those lately passed by the House of Rep- 
rest ntatives which assume to forfeit or confis- 
cate the estates of men for offences of which 
they have not been convicted upon due trial 
by jury are unconstitutional, and lead to op- 
pression and tyranny. It is no justification 
for such acts that the crimes committed in the 
prosecution of the rebellion are of unexam- 
pled atrocity, nor is there any snch justifica- 
tion as “state necessity” known to our Gov- 
ernment or laws. 

8. The foregoing resolutions are in explana- 

tion and re-affirmation of the resolution passed 
at the extra session of the present Congress, 
known as the “Crittenden resolution,” and 
which declared “that this war is not waged 
on our part in any spirit of oppression, nor for 
any purpose of conquest or subjugation, nor 
for the purpose of overthrowing or interfering 
with the rights or established institutions ef 
those States, but to defend and maintain the 
supremacy of the Constitution, and to preserve 
the Union with all the dignity, equality, and 
rights of the several States unimpaired, and 
that as soon as these objects are accomplished 
the war o ught to cease.” 

8©” The foreign news by the Asia sets at 
rest the story that the Emperor Napoleon had 
renewed his overtures to the British cabiaet 
for a joint mediation in American affairs. 
Earl Russell denied in the House of Lords 
that any communication on the subject had 
been received from the Emperor. So there 
will be no intervention at least for a while yet.

The owner of John Henry, after this result, 
offered a banter to renew the trial of these 
three horses in the fall for $5,000, whenever 
■the owners of the other two should deposit 
$2,600 in the Secretary’s hands. We are in- 
formed that this jnoney will be posted, and 
the race made, as Edward Everett and Gold 
Dost possess the perfect confidence of their 
owners, and there is no back oat in them. 

B^*On Saturday evening (11th in3t) some 
rebels who were prowling abent in the vicinity 
of Middletown, in the eastern part of this 
couDty, fired the bafn of Capt. George W. . 
Womack, Provost Marshal of this district. 
The barn and contents, farming utensils, grain, 
Ac., was entirely consumed. It was one of 
the most complete and Well-arranged build- 
ings of the kind in the county. Captain Wo- 
mack’s loss is very heavy; the exact amount 
is not known. There was no insurance. The 
scoundrels have not been seen or heard of 
since the perpetration of the deed.

Rebel Chivalry! — Lieutenant Sullivan, of 
the 4th U. S. Cavalry, who with a band of 25 
men made snch a stubborn and gallant fight 
against Morgan’s force at Bardstown several 
days ago, surrendered at last, as our readers 
know, on the promise that he and his men 
should be treated as prisoners of war. This 
-promise was fulfilled by taking the hats and 
boots off his men while following the body of 
a dead comrade to the grave, and making 
prisoners of Lieutenants Watts and Hines af- 
ter they had been regularly paroled. Even 
Lieutenant Sullivaa’B own belt Was demanded 
of him by Morgan’s A. A. G., Capt. S. H. 
Green. Here is civilized warfare for you! 
Here is rebel chivalry 1 1 The usages observed 
by Morgan and bis men are the usages not of 
war but of thieving and of pillage. 

UgfCapt. Heady, while on an electioneer- 
ing tour, was made a prisoner by Morgan’s 
ng, and, after being compelled to accompany 
•party some distance, was released, and 
reached this city on Saturday, minus his horse, 
which he .will have to replace before he can 
resume his canvass. It would seem that his 
so-more-men-and-no-more-money principles 
do not avail him much with the outside 
friends of his party. If proper representations 
were made to Morgan, he. would most cer- 
tainly make restitution of the Captain’s horse; 
for how can the proper aid and comfort to the 
rebellion be extended if one of its most active 
Sympathizers is thus summarily dismounted 
and left to stump the Third.District on foot. 

Bl-gf Several young men who belong to 
Morgan’s gang were in our city on Saturday 
night. They were mounted and making in- 
quiries at the former residences of their pa- 
rents for their present location. We cannot 
understand how they evaded our pickets, but 
the fact of their presence here is undeniable. 
There were none but females where they ap- 
plied, who succeeded in giving information to 
the nearest hospital of their presence, bat be- 
fore any men could be sent to make arrests 
the prey had flown. 

County Enrolment. — The enrolling officers 
for Jefferson county have been designated, 
and they will enter upon tba discharge of 
their duties this morning. The solid yeomanry 
are aDxious to have the opportunity for form- 
ing themselves into companies, and we have 
no doubt that there will be an available force 
offered to Gen. Boyle which will be much 
greater than he could possibly anticipate.

Every Kentuckian will 
Sympathize with the gallant officer in this be- 
reavement, which has clouded his New York 
borne, while he is here nobly defending our 
State from its base invaders. 



Morgan’s Ihvas:on of Indiana. — The Ntw 
Albany Ledger says the route of the rebels 
from Corydcn to Salem was by way of Pal- 
myra and rear of Greenville. Along the en- 
tire route they robbed and destroyed property 
indiscriminately. Oi horses they took a large 
number, and were particular in their selec- 
tions to take none but the best. Every houte 
along the road was entered, .and such of the 
contents ns suited them the rebels took, de- 
stroying in the most wanton manner what 
was wholly useless to them. All blacksmith 
tgols, and such other articles as could be of 
service to a pursuing force, were carried away 
or destroyed. 

At Salem the railroad track was torn up, 
and a water-tank near the town burned. The 
depot was also burned, together with a splen 
did passenger and four freight cars. The rail- 
road was further damaged by the burning of 
three bridges between Salem and Farrabee’s 
Station, and the destruction of a water-tank 
near Harristown. 

At Salem, after the burning of the depot, 
Morgan announced it as his intention to burn 
alt the mills and factories in the town, and 
issued orders to that effect. He afterwards re- 
considered these orders, and told the owners 
of such property that he would spare it upon 
the payment of one thousand dollars for each 
mill and factory. These levies upon the citi- 
zens were responded to, and the money paid 
over to the freeboter chief. This alone saved 
the town from a conflagration which would 
have desolated it, as the buildings pat under 
Contiibution are so located that had they been 
fired the conflagration would have been com- 
municated from them to hundreds of other 
houses. 

At Palmyra a force of three hundred and 
fifty or four hundred Home Guards, under 
Gen. J. A. Cravins, member of Congress, had 
concentrated, having fallen back to that point 
from near Corydon. Prudently enough, con- 
sidering their ir ability to even retard the ap- 
proach of Morgan, they fell back from Palmy- 
ra to Salem. So sudden and unexpected was 
Morgan’s entry into Salem, that all these 
Home Guards were made prisoners of war. 
They were afterwards paroled. The whole 
force, we learn, was mounted, an 1 as ths rebel 
chief is not celebrated for ever returning any 
of his stele n property in the line of horse 
flesh, the horses were carried off, together 
with the equipments of the men, and are yet 
in the enemy’s possession. 

Fpom Salem the rebels moved off to Cantox, 
a post village, in Washington county, four 
and a half miles east from Salem. Canton, 
and the country surrounding it, i3 settled 
by Quakers. John had no doubt that, as they 
were non-combatants, they “would be de-- 
lighted to see him.’’ But especially was he 
interested in the excellent quality of the equine 
productions of that fine region of country. 
He relieved the good "Friends” of their horse- 
flesh to the number of over one hundred, and, 
joining bis left column with the right, which 
enterel the town by way of Harrisontown, 
he moved off in the d.’rcc on of Vienna, Scott 
county, cn the line of the Jeffersonville rail- 
road. 

At 11 o’clock on Friday night the advance 
guard of Morgan’s forces extended to Vienna, 
rann about 2 o’clock the rear guard came up. 
At this place they burned a bridge on the Jef- 
fersonville railroad, but otherwise the road 
was not injured. The depot and station-house 
were burned, but at this point all private prop- 
erty was respected. A poor family, who were 
living in the station-hou3e, were notified by 
Morgan that he intended to burn thebuiidiug, 
and were urged to move their goods, which 
they did, when the house was set on fire and 
burned. 

From Vienna Morgan divided his forces in- 
to two columns, one marching north, while 
the other started in the direction of Madison. 

It was not known definitely what his inten- 
tions were, but it is supposed that his chief 
object now is to leave the State as easily as 
possible, and witb as little loss as he can. 
The column moving towards Madison has not 
been heard of since it left Vienna. Where it 
is now precisely it is impossible to say. 
The advance of the other column appeared 
before old Vernon, Jennings county, north of 
the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad, on Satur- 
day night. The place was held by our forces 
under Gen. Love. Morgan made a final de- 
mand for an unconditional surrender of the 
ploce, but was promptly refused by the Union 
officer. Morgan replied that he would imme- 
diately commence shelling the town after 
thirty-five minutes had elapsed, which time 
be gave for the removal of the women and 
children. Gen. Love issued the order for their 
removal, and in the brief time given by 
Morgan it was done. Our forces in line of 
battle awaited an attack until two o’clock 
y-sterday morning, when advancing, they 
found to their utter chagrin and disappoint- 
ment that the rebels had retired during the 
night, and left their pickets in full view to de- 
ceive us. Morgan’s strategy succeeded, and 
once more we bad failed to get a fight out of 
him. From Vernon he seems to have scattered 
his forces in every direction in squads, com- 
panies, and regiments. 

O. e party of them, probably under Morgan 
in person, went up the Ohio and Mississippi 
Railrcad, doing whatever damage they chose. 
They have torn up the track, burned a bridge 
or two, robbed the people, and are making 
every effort to get out of the State. They 
seem to be making for Lawrenceburg, or some 
other point on the Ohio river in that direction. 



The Surrender of Lebanon. — From the 
Central Kentuckian we gather more satisfac- 
tory particulars of the attack and surrender 
of Lebanon. It states that on Saturday morn- 
itg redial le information reached Colonel 
Hanson that Morgan in force had attacked 
the Federal forces at Green River bridge, in 
Taylor county. Apprehensions of an attack 
were felt and expressed. Lieut. Col. Hanson, 
of the Twentieth Kentucky Volunteers In- 
fantry, and Post Commandant, with only 350 
available men, without either artillery or cav- 
alry, prepared as best be could to meet and re- 
sist tbe rebels at all hazards. Saturday morn- 
ing, news reached Lebanon that a band of 
rebels, somo fifty or sixty, were at Hardin 
creek bridge, three miles west of that place, 
and in the act of burning it. As soon as 
horaescouldjle procured, about 100 men were 
mounted from the 20th, and Col. Spalding's re- 
cruits, to scour the country and ascertain the 
movements and designs of the enemy. One 
of the parties thus sent out reached St. Mary’s 
Station about 11 o’clock, where they soon as- 
certained from the firing of guns in the distance 
that the train had been stopped and attacked. 
Spurring forward, they soon reached the scene 
ol actior, and, with one or two welMilerted 
volleys, put the rebels to flight, killing one, 
wounding three, and capturing two prison- 
ers. 

At about 8 o'clock on Sunday mornin-, 
Morgan having approached in the dense fog, 
without being perceived, within one mile and 
a half of Lebanon, was observe 1 to detorr to 
the right and left. At half-past 8 the town 
was completely surrounded, when the skir- 
mishing commenced. At this juncture Mor- 
gan sent in a flag of truce demanding imme- 
diate surrender, and, in case of refusal, that 
the women and children should be removed. 

At twenty minutes past one o’clock, Col. 
Hanson and his brave little band, with a pros- 
pect of soon being enveloped in a conflagra- 
tion, and surrounded by overwhelming num- 
bers, and having, as we are informed, exhaust- 
ed their ammunition, hoisted the white flag. 
Alter the surrender the work of pillage com- 
menced. Houses were robbed, stores and 
groceries plundered. Owing to the unusual 
calmness of the weather, and the untiring 
efforts of some few citizens, the burning did 
not become genera!. As it was, twenty- 
three houses were consumed, including 
stables, barns, and the depot buildings. We 
have heard that there were divers and sundry 
dwellings in different parts of the town plun- 
dered and set on fire, which were extinguished 
before doing much damage. 



News from East Tfnnessee. — A gentle- 
man just from Dixie gives the Nashville Press 
some interesting items in relation to the de- 
fenders of the “ Sacred Soil.” He was at 
Chattanooga when the gallant Ro3eerans 
moved upon and put Bragg to flight. The 
perambulating Governor Harris made a speech 
to the people, in which he said that in less 
than twenty days the Confederates would 
have Nashville, with all its stores and muni- 
tions of war. The impudent part of this an- 
nouncement comes from the fact that Harris 
was then fleeing to save his neck. 

This gentleman says there is no doubt but 
John Morgan has a regular mail route from 
Sparta, Tenn., to Louisville, Kentucky. We 
call particular attention to this, as it is no 
doubt a fact. The Confederacy has, he says, 
enough meat to do it two months, but no 
longer, and that a large part of this i3 old 
bacon, taken from Nashville and Shelbyville 
when they retreated over a year ago. Boots 
are worth $75 per pair, shoes are worth $50 
per pair. 

He has heard the most prominent rebels say 
that it would never do to hang officers cap- 
tured in command of negro troops. They fear 
retaliation. ' 

General Wheeler was drowned ia crossiag 
Duck river. He married Bragg’9 daughter a 
few days before. 

This gentleman says he has frequently heard 
the wealthiest slaveholders declare that slavery 
might go to h — ; but the Union must be 9aved, 
or liberty was gone forever. 

One Mr. Baugh had a young man’s father 
sent South for being a Union, man. The 
youDg man paid no particular notice to the 
officer until Saunders’s raid, and on hearing 
the Union troops were in the vicinity, he went 
to Mr. Baugh and told him he had come to 
avenge the treatment of his father, and shot 
the old villain through the head, and made 
his way to the national troops, and escaped 
across the mountains. 

The Chattanooga Rebel of June 26th says 
that R. H. Tnompson, a runaway rebel from 
Lexington, Ky., at present the proprietor of 
tbe Lamar House at Knoxville, pat all the 
lady guests in the cellar during the bombard- 
ment of that city by Saunders. During the 
fight a big red-headed bluegrass Kentucky 
Captain became scared and ran into tbe cellar 
with the women, and remained there until 
the fight was over and the Union forces re- 
tired. 



Morgan’s Bakbaroos Treatment of Pbis- 
onebs — We have already noticed the brutal 
and barbarous manner in which John Morgan 
ordered the murder of an Orderley Sergeant 
of the Twentieth Kentucky Volunteers on 
his march on Springfield after the capture of 
Lebanon. It seems that we did not tell half 
the horrible story of his fiendish and malig- 
nant cruelty. The Central Kentuckian states 
that another poor fellow, whose name it did 
not learn, fell in the road and was run over 
by a wagon, the wheel passing over his head, 
injuring him seriously. 

Samuel Ferguson died after arriving at 
Springfield from exhanstion. 

While on the way, Lieutenant Hammer, of 
the Sixteenth Kentucky, asked permission of 
one of the guards to let him get up behind 
him, which the guard reluctantly granted; 
but soon an officer rode by and made Lien- 
tenant Hammer get down, and afterward? 
kicked him in the back several times. 

More such instances of brutality committed 
by these murderers and highwaymen toward 
the prisoners could be mentioned were it nec- 
essery. 

All the prisoners were robbed of their money 
and clothing, and in fact everything valuable 
they had. The boys had just been paid off, 
and some of the officers had as much as five 
or six hundred dollars, all of which was stolen 
from them. 

Bfegp About eighteen miles above the city 
os the river road, on Saturday night or Sun- 
day morning, a small party of our cavalry 
met a gang of guerillas, when a sharp fight 
ensued, lasting only a short time. Fonr rebels 
were killed and nineteen captured — all that 
were seen duriDg the engagement. They be- 
long to Stonestreet’s command, and are a part 
of the same gang who attempted to cross the 
Ohio at Ten Mile Island.

TUE ABiitsr OF HON. N. WOLFE. 

Louisville, Ky., July 10. 1363. 

In an article in the Democrat of to-day, on 
the subject of Mr. Wolfe's arrest, 1 am charged 
witb being a vindictive fellow, and it is said 
that I ant very uu;>opu!ar in Owen county. 
Now, as to the charge of vindictiveness, tt 
has never been made against me before, and 
must he predicated on the fact that I arrested 
Jlr. Wolte. But, after the arrest was ma le, 
it. steed of putting Mr. Wolfe under guard, as 
is usual in such cases, I allowed him twenty- 
'four hours parole before starting to Louisville, 
and I suppose he used that lime in hunting 
up charge? against me, thinking thereby to 
weaken my testimony; and it would be re- 
markable indeed if he should fail among the 
rebels of Owen to hear something of the sort 
with which I am charged. But Mr. Wolle 
will loam before he remains very long among 
his new friends that it will not do to rely on 
everything which they tell him. 

I have no prejudice against Mr. Wolfe, no 
unkind feelings toward him, and I treated 
him with every indulgence while in my 
charge. 

Is it possible that Mr. Wolfe and Mr. Har- 
ney do not see that 1 did my simple duty in 
making the arrest? Mr. VVolfe comes to 
Owen county, where the masses of the people 
are known to be unfavorable to the use of 
meana necessary to suppress the rebellion, and 
at a time, too, when the enrolling officers are 
at work in the discharge of their official du- 
t ep. and uses language in a public speech cal- 
c dated to inflame the passions of the people 
and induce them to resist the progress of the 
enrolment, and tha3 cripple the government 
in its efforts to obtain the necessary levies for 
the army. Besides this, his course would 
briDg trouble on the people of the county, for 
resistance on their part or obstruction 
te the work of the enrolling officers 
would subject tbem to arrest. Is it possible 
that such patriots and lovers of the people as 
Mr. Harcey and Wolfe would rather see fifty 
or pne bundled of tbe people (who are the 
dupes of such men as Mr. Wolfe) get into this 
trouble than that Mr. Wolfe should be cut 
short in his canvass in OweD, to 3ay nothing 
of the chances of the loss among enrolling of- 
ficers? 

Mr Harney knows that it has already cost 
the government thousands of dollars to bring 
about order in Owen county, and that the peo- 
ple of that county have been great sufferers 
by arrests and the necessary quartering of 
troops upon the county. And all because 
party leaders have been suffered to keep the 
prejudices of the people aroused and their pas- 
sions inflamed by misrepresentation and false 
statements in relation to the government and 
the rebelliou; and now, when comparative 
quiet has been restored in the county, and the 
enrolment is going on, is Mr. Wolfe or any one 
else to be allowed to make disloyal speeches 
to tbe people, and make it again necessary for 
tbe government to send a regiment of troops 
to restore order? 

But it may be said that Mr. Wolfe said noth- 
ing concerning the draft or enrolment in his 
speech. Granted. But a man can do by indi- 
rect means what he would not feel like under- 
taking by direct means. For instance, if Mr. 
Wolle had said to the people, “Take your arms 
and shoot the enrolling officers,” they would 
haye refused and not listened to him further, 
but be might lead them tocommit that offence 
by arguments and appeals to their passions 
and prejudices, and it is as much the duty of 
officers to arrest a man who takes this indirect 
way of doing mischief as it is to arrest him 
for telliDg them directly to shoot an enrolling 
officer. And it is the duty of the officer, with- 
out waiting for ether evidence than his own, 
promptly to arrest a man if he heais him ma- 
king use of those indirect means for treasona- 
ble purposes. 

Suppose I hear a man say he intends to 
shoot or otherwise interfere with an enrolling 
officer, am I to wait to look for some one else 
who heard him say the same, before I arrest 
him? Or shall I make the arrest at once and 
thereby prevent tbe mischief? 

Mr. Harney says that when Mr. Wolfe re- 
ports witb bis affidavits, the case will be dis- 
missed. I cannot say what will be the result, 
not being as wise as Mr. Harney, but I sup- 
pose that when all the testimony, together 
with the circumstances under which the speech 
was made, are duly considered, a just decision 
w ill be rendered. 

As to what Mr..Harnev says about my un- 
popularity in Owen, I will only say that I am 
not more so than Mr. Harney and Mr. Wolfe 
were before they took their memorable leap 
from the Union train. p 

Neither of them would have felt very com., 
fortable in Owen county befbre that event! 
and it was that unpopularity of Jlr. Wolfe in 
Owen which made him take such an extreme 
secession position in his speech. He felt that 
it was necessary to please the most radical in 
order to get the sixteen or eighteen hundred 
votes which the secessionists can poll in the 
.county, and for the sake of that vote he ran 
the risk of getting himself, as well as the peo- 
ple of Owen, into trouble. 

Does Mr. Harney thmk because Mr. Wolfe 
was once a U nion man that he has a right to 
make seditious speeches in Gwen? 

I will further say on this subject of unpopu- 
larity, that Mr. Crittenden is very unpopular 
in Owen, and I heard one of Mr. Wolfe’s new 
friends, aDd a leader in Owen, say that there 
wa3 nothing he so much desired as to see Mr. 
Crittenden hung. 

And if Mr. Harney wishes to know whether 
I am popular with tbe loyal mon where I am 
known, let him make the inquiry and he will 
find the truth is just the reverse of what he 
states in his article.

“Bragg is a g tod dog” — for running 
and biding, but v e feel cmfident that if he tr 
any other rebel leader invades our State, they 
will find an adequate force arrayed agains 
t :em to txpel them promptly.

And Destroy a Pontoon Bridge. 

[Siccial Despatch to tho Lonisville Journal.] 

N*\v Albany, July 13. 

It is reported on reliable authority that 
Morgan, despairing of escape, has gone north, 
struck the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad at 
Moore's Hill, burned one or two bridges, and 
had a little skirmish on the Indianapolis and 
Cincinnati Railroad, near Lawrenceburg, and 
is now at or near that place. Capt. Davis, 
Gen. Duke’s Adjutant-General, waa captured 
near Providence, on the New Albany Railroad, 
this morniDg, by Home Guards, and brought 
here. His squad is scattered. H. 

Indianapolis, Jdly 12. 
Morgan’s forces moved eastward from 
Vienna yesterday morning, arriving at Ver- 
non, on the Madison and Indianapo'is rail- 
road, at 6 P. M., and demanded the surrender 
ot the town, which was refused by Colonel 
Burkham, commanding the Federal forces 
Hall an hour was given hr h> removal of the 
women and children, at the expiration of that 
time our forces moved out to meet the enemy, 
but found they had retreated. Scouts-sent in 
pursuit captured nineteen. No less on our 
side. 

After leaving Vernon they moved south- 
ward, tore up the railroad track, and cut the 
te'egraph. They also destroyed a portion of 
the Ohio and Missis -ippi Riilroad west of 
Virnon. They then movel eastwaid, arriv- 
ing at Versailles at one o’clock to-day. A 
squad of sixty moved on Osgood, burned the 
bridge on tbe Ohio and Mississippi Railroad, 
aDd look the telegraph operator prisoner. 

G- n. Mauson, wiih a large force of infantry 
i nd artillery, left Jeffersonville last night, and 
arrived at Carrollton this evening. He had 
a skirmish with the enemy near Grassy Flats, 
and captured one captain and 19 men. Col. 
Gavin with a force of 1,000 infantry marched 
out from Sun mans, on ihe Indianapolis and 
Circinnali Railroad, met aportionof Morgan’s 
lorce two and a half miles from that place, 
and had a skirmish, and lost one man killed. 

At one O’clock to-day Gen. Hobson's forces 
were only a short distance in the rear of Mor- 
gan. A sufficient force has also been sent from 
here within the last twenty-four hours to driye 
the invaders from the State. 

• New York, July 12, 

A Hagerstown despatch of the 10th to the 
I’erald sajs a tight commenced near Sbargs- 
burg jesterday at daybreak and continued till 
six o’clock in the evening, when LOngstreet s 
division evinced confusion, and our army 
drove them some miles. The engagement was 
brought on by Kilpatrick, who, finding the 
rebels on Thursday too strong, waited for re- 
in lorcements. 

Tie tattle was fought by only a portion of 
our armv. The rebels fought steadily al first, 
but wildly at last, as if ihsir ammunition wai 
exhausted. Our cavalry and artillery de- 
stroyed n pon oon bridge, to the consternation 
of ibe enen-y, as they were about to cross. 
Tne rebt Is evacuated this town at midnight, 
Lee, Lei gstreet, and Ewell being the last 
rebel ofln ers to leave. 

I have reliable information that the rebels 
rrtrented to Williamsport, where they hope to 
make another stand. 

'1 tere have been several slight skirmish's 
on the Antictain. 

Gen. Couch's foie - is odvancing. 

A headquarters despatch of the 10th to the 
New York Herald says our aimy is within a 
few mi'es of the enemy. 

The Herald 9tates that important military 
movements now in progress indicate that it i9 
the policy of the Government to follow up 
vigorously our successes and drive the rebel- 
lion to the wall. 

Our Government has notified the rebels that 
tbe execution of the two officers selected at 
Richmond will be retaliated most severely. 

The New York Mercury has a Washington 
despatch intimating that Lee has escaped 
a.-ross the Potomac. 

Baltimobe, July 12. 

A special to the American, dated headquar- 
ters, Saturday night, says the position of our 
arrug is essentially unchanged. Thera ha; 
b<en no fighting to day. They enemy chang- 
ed bis picket line ibis morning, giving rise to 
the report that they had aband^nsd Funks- 
lown, which was magnified into a full retreat 
and an escape over the river. They were still 
in tbe same position and in full force. 

Our pickets are now close to Funkstswn, 
and al! along th; line in immediate prox- 
imity to the rebels. 

Gen. Meade has his forces all in position, 
and every thing seems ready either to receive 
or make an at a k. 

The army is in first-rate spirits, and moved 
into position with cheers. 

Our cavalry operations continne very ac- 
tive, aud tbe rebels are circumscribed to a 
small exleatof country for food and forage. 

New York, July 12. 

A Middletown, Md., despatch to the Herald 
says: From information by a person who has 

been in tbe rebel lines at Funkstown, we 
learn that tbe rebels were tearing houses to 
pieces to construct pontoons. The rebel troops 
express little hope of crossing the Potomac. 
They were anxious about their trains, and 
very much disheartened. 

A humbug special states that the Antietam 
river is much swoolen, which has probably 
delayed Meade in attacking the rebels. 

Our army is stronger than when at Gettys- 
burg. 

Cincinnati, June 12. 

Morgan’s raid to-night reaches within seven 
miles of tbe Ohio line. Some bridges on the 
Ohio and Mississippi railroad between Coch- 
ran and North Vernon, have been destroyed. 
To-day the rebels also approached the Indian- 
apolis and Cincinnati railroad, near Sun- 
man’s, where they were met and driven back 
by a tegiment ot militia. This perhaps is only 
a small body. The main force appears to be 
making for Aurcra and Lawrenceburg. 

McConnellsbcro, July 11. 
An escaped prisoner, who left the rebel lines 
this morning and arrived here this evening, 
s iys that tbe rebels were busily engaged in 
fortifying and preparing for a desperate re- 
sistaoc-. Thi ir main line of morks was about 
a mile this side of Hageistown. A battle 
was expected on Sunday. 

Baltimore. July 12. 

A special despatch to ihe American says 
all was quiet at bocnesboio. It is reported 
this morning that the rebels are retreating 
towards Hancock. 

A Harrisburg despatch gives a report that 
Gen. Sigel has been appointed to the comm and 
of 'the Pennsylvania militia in the immediate 
advance. 



The Reynolds Family. — Four soesjof John 
Reynolds, the editor of the Lancaster ( Pa.) 
Journal, were living before the death of Maj.- 
Gen. John F. Reynolds, and they were ail 
eminent and practical men. Gen. Remolds 
was born in the year 1820. Another, William 
Reynolds, is a distinguished captain in the 
navy, new holding au important command 
under Admiral Dupont.- A third, James L. 
Reynolds, is a leading member of the bar 
in Lancaster county; and the to u.'th, 
Samuel Reynolds, is a successful iron- 
master in Pennsylvania. These boys were 
educated in tin old-time school under the care 
of a father who ought to be remembered for 
bis severe, practical, private economy, and his 
uncommon geniality in public life. It is not 
out of place to remark that every male mem- 
ber of this Reynolds family, although closely 
associated with James Buchanan, aud almost 
educated under his tute'age, took the strong- 
est ground against his policy from the moment 
he determined to betray the great constituency 
which elected him President of the United 
States . — Philadelphia Press. 

Gen. Ewing made a speech at Olatha, Kan- 
sas, on the 25lh ult., in which he denounced 
“jayhawking” in severe terms. He said: “I 
swear to stop with a rough hand all forays for 
plunder from Kansas into Missouri. There 
are very many men in Kansas who are steal- 
ing themtelves rich in the name of liberty. 
These men must find some other mode of giv- 
ing effect to their patriotic zeal. As' they 
want to kill rebels, let them join any old regi- 
ment, or either of the new ones about being 
raised. They can find in the service positions 
equal to their energy, dartog, and talent, and 
can adorn the service, and be honored in it. 
The Government will welcome them; it needs 
and has a right to the service of all men of 
enterprise who are at large, and it will not 
too closely discriminate against such men be- 
cause of irregularities in the past.”

Scenes of the Revolution. — The battle of 
Germantown was fought iu a fog so dense 
that the different portions of the American 
army could not see each other. The 9th Vir- 
ginia regiment was in the hottest of the fight, 
and nearly one-half the regiment was cither 
killed or wounded. It drove every portion of 
the British army with which it came in con- 
tact before it; and I was told by one of the 
officers that in the excitement of the moment, 
supposing every part of the American army 
had been as successful as themselves, they had 
no doubt of reaching Philadelphia, the head- 
quarters of General Howe. When the retreat 
of the American army was ordered, the 9th 
regiment was so far in the army that, before 
they could join the main body, they were 
surrounded and made prisoners. When sur- 
rounded, the regiment had taken more pris- 
oners than the whole number of the regiment. 
For the bravery displayed in this battle, and 
for its imprudence in pushing so far ahead of 
the rest of the army, it was called “The Uasfi 
and Brave 9th.” On the morning of the bat- 
tle of Germantown the prisoners were marched 
to Philadelphia, and locked up in what was 
then called the “New Jail,” but afterwards 
the “Walnut Street Prison.” 

Daring this confinement a very benevolent 
Quaker was in the habit of visiting the pris- 
oners, by permission of the British comman- 
ders, every day, for the purpose of doing va- 
rious acts of kindness, in laying out to the 
beet advantage the little sums of money which 
the friends of the prisoners might send them, 
or in any other way serving them. One day 
be went into the jail (which in consequence 
of its crowded condition was very warm), and 
pulled off his coat and hat, and laid them, 
with his cane, on the table. Being engaged 
walking among the prisoners to learn their 
-wants, Lieut. Waples, of Accomack, who was 
very fond of mischief and fun, put on the 
Quaker hat and coat, and the cane in bis hand, 
■onperceived by the British sentinel at the door, 
and said, “Boys, what sort of a Quaker would 
I make?” Lieut. Parker, of Accomack, who 
was equally fond of fun, gave Waples a sign 
to “try to pass the sentinel at the door.” 
Waples instantly determined to make the at- 
tempt. He passed five sentinels, got safely 
into the street, and from thence to a house 
where he was acquainted, and the landlady 
concealed him lor several weeks. Finally, 
in the garb of a servant boy going to mill with 
his mistress, by permission of the British 
commander, he passed the British lines, and 
got safely to the American army, then near 
Philadelphia.

He 
came with his wife early in the day and spent 
a long summer day with me, telling many 
things interesting to me as the son of one of 
his companions at arms. When he was about 
to go home I told my daughter, who was 
playing on the piano, to play “ Washington s 
March. As soon as he beard the well re- 
membered tune bis eyes filled with tears, aud 
be marched out ot the room with the meas- 
ured tread of a soldier .— Uis tor teal Magazine.
